Residents 
protest at 
homes site

NEWMARKET residents staged a 
two-hour stand-off at the site of a 
controversial proposed housing de¬ 
velopment as they feared work was 
about to start without permission. 

A group of around 20 people 
formed a blockade across the en¬ 
trance to the site on St John’s Avenue 
on Friday morning to see off a digger 
which arrived just after 9am. 

Concerns were also raised by dem¬ 
onstrators that birds nesting in the 
brambles on site could be disturbed 
if the digger started to clear foliage. 

June Barham, of Kings Drive, who 
attended the blockade, said she was 
shocked when she heard that devel¬ 
opers Flagship had sent the digger to 
the site. 

Mrs Barham, 68, said residents 
had been following Flagship’s plan¬ 
ning applications to build the af¬ 
fordable homes on St John’s Avenue 


and had raised road safety concerns 
due to the site’s proximity to Ditton 
Fodge School. 

She said: “We rushed down there 
to see what was going on only to be 
confronted by a gentleman saying 
they were going to start work. 

“They are just determined to put 
21 houses there.” 

Peter Cresswell, chairman of the 
local Neighbourhood Watch, added:

“They arrived with a digger to clear 
the site and put up hoardings. 

“There are birds nesting in the 
brambles too. It’s completely unac¬ 
ceptable.” 

Flagship held a public exhibition 
of the plans for the 21 homes near 
Ditton Fodge School in October last 
year.

IMMIGRATION, education 
and wind turbines were 
among the topical ques¬ 
tions fired at the candidates 
standing for the South East 
Cambridgeshire seat in the 
forthcoming General Elec¬ 
tion. 

Voters were able to ask all 
the candidates questions at 
a hustings event at Ely Ca¬ 
thedral on Thursday night. 

The panel consisted of 
Jonathan Chatfield (Lib¬ 
eral Democrat), Lucy Frazer 
(Conservative), Huw Jones 
(Labour), Debbie Rennie 
(UKIP) and Clive Semmens 
(Green Party) who will be 
contesting the seat currently 
held for the Conservatives by 
Sir Jim Paice who is standing 
down at the election. 

The candidates had no 
prior knowledge about the

questions, the majority of 
which were submitted to the 
organisers, the Ely Cathedral 
Business Group, in advance, 
and some of which were 
taken from the audience of 
around 200 people. 

Questions covered a wide 
variety of subjects, includ¬ 
ing local education, health, 
business and renewable 
energy, including the ever- 
increasing number of solar 
farms and wind turbines be¬ 
ing erected in the constitu¬ 
ency. 

National issues were also 
raised, including immigra¬ 
tion, taxes and the ever con¬ 
troversial subject of MPs’ 
salaries and expenses. 

When asked whether they 


would accept the offer of a 
pay rise, if they were elected 
in May, the candidates all 
said that MP salaries and 
pay rises should be decided 
by an independent parlia¬ 
mentary body. 

The candidates were also 
quizzed as to whether being 
the local MP would be their 
main focus, or whether they 
would still carry out their 
day job, to which all replied 
that being the MP would be 
their only job. 

A spokesman for the Ely 
Cathedral Business Group 
said: “We hope that by 
bringing these key parties 
together in our magnificent 
cathedral, members of the 
community who attended 
felt better informed as to 
which way to vote on May 
7.”

MUSICAL fever will be kicking off the sum¬ 
mer holidays when the Memorial Gardens 
are turned into a temporary cinema - with 
the new Annie film as the premier show¬ 
ing. 

Newmarket Town Council will be erect¬ 
ing the screen for the duration of the six 
week holidays. 

Intended to coincide with this year’s 
July Festival, the cinema showings would 
be free. 

Kay Dawson, events manager at the 
town council, said: “We have all the cin¬ 
ema equipment and as there are different 
community musical events happening 
throughout July, we hope to make the first 
film Annie. 

“It would give the community some¬ 
thing to do during the summer holidays.” 

A remake of the 1977 Broadway musical 
and 1982 adaption, the film stars Cameron 
Diaz, Jamie Foxx and Quvenzhane Wallis 
in the titular role. 

Ms Dawson added that while the choice 
had still to be confirmed, the cinema’s first 
film would definitely be a musical. 

The proposal to play a musical was 
passed unanimously by the town’s leisure 
services committee on Monday. 


NEWMARKET'S first attempt at staging a 
Christmas festival has lost the town council 
nearly £3,000 - but it has vowed to go ahead 
with plans for the next one. 

The illuminated four-day Winter 
Wonderland, which transformed the town 
centre in December, was found to have 
made the loss when councillors received the 
final figures on Monday. 

But the town council has pledged to begin 
preparations for the 2015 event in the hope 
that more businesses will get on board this 
time. 

Cllr Peter Hulbert said: "It was our first go 
and we have learnt a lot. 

"Surely this year we will know where to go 
and where not to go. Retailers have said yes, 
they will go for it." 

Cllr Bill Sadler, chairing the leisure 
services committee, said: "I think it must 
be easier to find sponsors for next year. It's 
likely more will come forward." 

Up to 7,000 people descended on the 
town centre to enjoy a marching band, 
Christmas market, ice skating and ice 
sculptures during the festival.

A MAGICIAN who once 
“blew away” an audience 
during a Mexican hurricane 
has been named the UK’s 
second best illusionist. 

Wayne Goodman was 
awarded second place at 
the British Magical Cham¬ 
pionships having spent 28 
years honing his comedic 
magic routines. 

Now the 39-year-old, of 
George Lambton Avenue, 
Newmarket, hopes to pass 
on his tricks of the trade to 
his daughter - just as his 
own father did for him. 

Speaking to the New¬ 
market News, Mr Good¬ 
man said: “The man I came 
second to, Matt Wright, is a 
world champion and a good 
friend of mine so it was 
great to be named number 
two after him. We joked that 
I’m like the Tim Henman of 
magic.” 

Born and raised in New¬ 
market, the one-time “class 
clown” began delighting 
his classmates with tricks 
learned from his father 
from the age of 12. 

Two years later, he played 
his first show for a friend’s 
birthday party which saw 
the beginning of a 28-year 
career. 

He said: “That first party I 
did as a favour. I remember 
putting my friend in a box

and putting lots of bamboo 
sticks through it. He was 
very trusting.” 

Spending four years per¬ 
forming on cruise ships, Mr 
Goodman’s tricks have tak¬ 
en him all over the world, 
including Russia, most of 
Europe and one very mem¬ 
orable performance in Mex¬ 
ico. 

He said: “I was perform¬ 
ing in a hotel while there 
was a hurricane going on. 


“The manager kept saying 
‘Keep going, keep going’. It 
was just one of those things 
you never forget.” 

After living in Spain for 
six years, Mr Goodman re¬ 
turned to his home town 
in 2006 where he now per¬ 
forms regular entertain¬ 
ment slots at restaurants 
across Cambridgeshire and 
Suffolk. 

Last month he was one of 
six magicians asked to per¬ 


form at Blackpool in the hope 
of being named as one 


of the UK’s top magi¬ 
cians. 

He said: “It was an 
honour just to be asked. 

“For me comedy plays 
a big part in my routine, 
so I use a lot of jokes and 
one-liners. 

“I think the reason I 
did well though is be¬ 
cause I don’t just commit 
a trick to just two people. 

“I like to make the 
whole table feel in¬ 
volved.” 

Now, during his Sun¬ 
day slot at Oyster Reach, 
Ipswich, the magician’s 
6-year-old daughter 
Charlee has started to 
show signs of inheriting 
her father’s gift. 

He said: “She comes 
with my mum and I let 
her come and work a 
couple of tables with me 
after dessert. 

“When she has friends 
over, she now performs 
for them.”

ment were first unveiled 
in July for a mix of one to 
four-bedroom homes. 

When they were pre¬ 
sented in October they 
had been revised to in¬ 
clude bungalows, a change 
to the layout of car park¬ 
ing, and an inclusion of a 
pick-up and drop-off zone 
for school children.

I did my best to liven 
things up with a heckle here and a 
'hear, hear' there but I came away 
deflated and disillusioned and - 
dare I say it - thinking that I could 
have done a better job had I been 
on the panel. 

In the latter context, much the 
most amusing moment was when a 
friend, Mr Ross Clark, of Reach, a 
freelance journalist who writes for 
The Times, The Telegraph, the Daily 
Express and The Mail, said, 'I hope 
you stand again, Geoffrey: you 
brought gaiety to the last election.' 
I'm sure that Ross meant that as a 
compliment: I took it thus. But, as 
Mr Asquith said several times in 
1910, 'Wait and see.' 

As one who is in favour of the 
UK remaining a member of the 
European Union, the best bit for me 
was a favourable mention by one 
of the leading candidates, Mr Huw 
Jones for Labour, of UK membership 
of the EU. The mention produced 
'hear, hear!' from me and from 
others and a general round of 
applause. Perhaps this was one in 
the eye for UKIP and the anti-EU 
rhetoric from right wing Tories. All 
other mentions of Europe and/or 
the EU produced similar reactions. 
There is some hope on the horizon 
at last. 

An interesting question was about 


the disparity in pay between 
those 'at the top' and those 'at the 
bottom' and the effect of taxes 
thereon. I was able to intervene and 
said something along the lines of the 
question that I had prepared: 'The 
ConDem government boasts about 
having cut taxes for the well-off (by 
the Conservatives) and for the less 
well-off (by the Lib Dems). What is 
the point of all of this tax-cutting if 
there are potholes everywhere, if 
home helps have just 15 minutes 
for a visit and if school budgets, 
far from being 'protected,' as Mr 
Cameron says, are actually being 
reduced?' This also drew applause 
and I was pleased. 

The people on the panel at the 
cathedral were all party people. 
They were asked about how much 
time and effort they would devote 
to representing the people of 
South East Cambridgeshire and, 
by implication, to what extent 
they would be told what to do by 
their respective parties' whipping 
systems. 

The UKIP lady said that her party 
doesn't hold with party whipping. I 
didn't believe her. The Conservative 
lady indicated that she would fight 
for us. I shouted out, 'What about 
the whips?' Mr Jonathan Chatfield, 
the Liberal Democrat gentleman, 
then said, inter alia, 'We need more 
Independent MPs.' 

I don't know whether Mr Chatfield 
meant to say it but I gave him a 
hearty cheer for so doing. 

We do need more Independent

Cash to help 
abuse victims

VICTIMS of paedophile pae¬ 
diatrician Myles Bradbury 
who abused children in hos¬ 
pital could benefit from a 
cash funding bid. 

Bradbury, who worked 
at Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
used a ‘spy pen’ which held 
170,000 images of his vic¬ 
tims, who had cancer. 

He was jailed for 22 years 
for the “gross and grotesque” 
abuse of 18 vulnerable chil¬ 
dren he was supposed to be 
caring for over a period of 
four-and-a-half years. 

Described as a “cold and 
calculating monster”, Brad¬ 
bury, from Herringswell, 
has refused to say how many 
children he abused. 

Now Sir Graham Bright, 
Cambridgeshire Police and 
Crime Commissioner, is 
backing a move to help his 
victims after publicly sup¬ 
porting four bids into a £5 
million fund to support vic¬ 
tims of sexual abuse. 

He said: “This funding can 
help support any victim of 
sexual abuse whether the 


abuse is by a high profile 
multiple offender such as 
Myles Bradbury or an indi¬ 
vidual case of family abuse. 

“All victims have different 
needs and require different 
support to help them cope 
and recover from their or¬ 
deal.” 

Cambridgeshire is sub¬ 
mitting bids totalling 
£300,000 which will provide 
extra support for victims of 
both childhood and adult 
sexual abuse in the county. 

The bids have been sub¬ 
mitted by Cambridge Rape 
Crisis Group, Choices Coun¬ 
selling, Peterborough Rape 
Crisis Care Group and a 
national charity based in 
Huntingdon called START 
(Survivors Trauma and 
Abuse Recovery Trust). 

Each charity proposes a 
range of specialist coun¬ 
selling services to support 
victims to cope and recover 
from their traumatic experi¬ 
ences. 

If successful, these bids 
would support the increase 
in demand due to the recent 
announcement of the Inde¬ 
pendent Panel Inquiry into 


Child Sexual Abuse which is 
due to start this year. 

The funding would also 
create an additional 1,600 
sessions of counselling to 
adult victims of child sexual 
abuse. 

Sir Graham said: “In Cam¬ 
bridgeshire we have opted 
out of national victim sup¬ 
port services and created 
a police-led local victims’ 
hub. Victim care co-ordina- 
tors assess victims of crime 
to determine the level of 
support they need and then 
help them in the most ap¬ 
propriate way, bringing in 
specialist services, as re¬ 
quired. 

“I will be ensuring that 
staff are aware of the spe¬ 
cialist services offered by 
the local charities as part of 
a fully integrated package of 
support for victims in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire.”

Reach for the 
sky deadline

A COMMUNITY solar project is 
facing a race against time in or¬ 
der to meet a lucrative govern¬ 
ment tax relief deadline. 

Residents awaiting the 507kw 
solar farm on land to the north 
west of The Granary on Great 
Lane in Reach have until March 
17 to raise £360,000 for the pro¬ 
ject. 

If they miss the deadline, the 
village could lose a tax relief 
scheme - the Seed Enterprise 
Investment Scheme (SEIS)- 
which finishes in April. 

Graham Lingley, director of 
the Community Benefit Soci¬ 
ety, said: “Share applications 
are coming in steadily, but we’re 
having to run the share offer for 
a much shorter period than we 
would like, as we have to have 
received all the payments for 
subscriptions several weeks be¬ 
fore the end of the tax year so 


that we can be sure to issue the 
shares before the deadline. We 
only have a couple of weeks left. 

“But we are hopeful we will 
make it.” 

Currently, the site is used by 
grazing sheep. Plans say the so¬ 
lar panels will be mounted so 
that the sheep can continue to 
use the area, which is covered 
from view by hedges, and will 
only be visible by two houses. 

The solar farm is expected 
to have a life of about 25 years, 
providing solar power for the 
residents of Reach. 

Planning permission for the 
farm was granted in September 
2014 and the grid connection 
was received in December. 

Shares in Reach Community 
Solar Farm can be bought online 
via the group’s website at reach- 
solarfarm.co.uk until the dead¬ 
line of March 17.

£250 for Reach residents and

County police 
to use new 
drug test kits 


NEW roadside kits will be used to test 
drivers for drugs in Suffolk. 

The police will be using the new kits 
after laws introduced last week made it 
easier to target drug drivers. 

The new legislation, which came into 
force last Monday, gives officers the pow¬ 
er to carry out roadside tests on drivers 
who are thought to be under the influ¬ 
ence of cannabis or cocaine. 

They will be able to test for drugs us¬ 
ing a saliva swab - and limits will be set 
very low. 

Chief Inspector Chris Spinks, head 
of the Suffolk Roads Policing Unit, said: 
“Having legal limits for substances 
means the process of dealing with of¬ 
fenders and securing prosecutions is less 
complex than before. 

“The new laws combined with the use 
of the roadside drug tests will allow of¬ 
ficers to deal with offenders more effec¬ 
tively. 

“It is a minority of people who believe 
that they are fit to drive whilst under the

influence of drugs, but they are putting 
themselves and others at risk.” 

He added: “In the same respect as al¬ 
cohol, any amount of drug, prescribed 
or otherwise, can impair your ability to 
drive and increase your chances of caus¬ 
ing a collision. 

“It is therefore essential that drivers 
read the instructions of any prescription 
medication before getting behind the 
wheel.” 

Some prescribed drugs which can be 
abused will also be included, but with 
high limits to reflect their use as medi¬ 
cines. 

Before the new laws came into force, 
drivers could only be prosecuted for an 
offence of driving whilst unfit through 
drugs. 

New laws are in addition to that. 

Convictions of drug driving come with 
a minimum 12 month driving ban and a 
fine of £5,000.

Seeking 

flavours" 


IT'S all very well joining the 'grow your own' 
brigade - but what if your tomatoes don't taste 
sweet, your beans are stringy and your chillis lack 
punch? 

Before you head back to the vegetable racks 
at the supermarket, take some advice from TV 
gardening expert James Wong, 
who has just written RHS Grow 
For Flavour, a very interesting 
little tome with tricks in it to 
make your crops much tastier. 

This ebullient botanist and 
broadcaster tells me that if 
we water our crops too much 
they'll lack flavour, that trying 
some alternative compost 
mixes may help us taste the 
difference and that not all crops 
taste better when they've just 
been freshly harvested. 

The Kew-trained 'plant geek', 
who is currently ambassador for Fiskars and has a 
Homegrown Revolution range with Suttons Seeds, 
is clearly hoping to put the va va boom back into 
flavour. 

"The things you aim to do for fruit may be the 
exact opposite of what you want to do for some 
vegetables. To get fruit to be more concentrated 
and sweeter, you need to reduce the water 


content of the plant, whereas with salad crops, 
you don't want dried-out lettuce, you want it to 
be as full of water as possible. 

"However, in general, the less you water and 
the less you fertilise and the sunnier the spot, the 
better your crops will taste." 

He argues against claims that 
heirloom varieties always taste 
better, and dispels myths that 
you should always defoliate 
leaves on tomato plants to help 
ripen their fruit and that liquid 
feed will lead the way to tasty 
crops. 

He also challenges some 
traditional methods, advising 
us to pinch out the top of 
our tomato plants after they 
have set their first truss, to 
pick broad beans when they 
are tender and eat them like 
mangetout, and to use a dilute of molasses (which 
looks like thick, black syrup, available online as a 
horse supplement) to boost your crops grown in 
the ground. 

This, along with advice on giving your 
lettuce seedlings a daily stroke to improve their 
establishment by up to 70%, as well as spritzing 
your tomato plants with aspirin solution, will make

some traditionalists baulk, but he backs it up with 
a lot of scientific evidence to produce a book 
which seems to make sense. 

Tomatoes happen to be a bugbear of mine. 
Every year, I grow them and every year they get 
late blight. Wong admits he was in the same boat 
but he's finally cracked it. 

"Firstly, there are some varieties that are much 
more tolerant to blight than others (he cites 
'Crimson Crush' as an example), but another 
solution is one-truss training (pinching out the top 
of the plants after they have set their first truss of 
fruit, turning them into dwarf plants). This works 
because the fruit are produced so much earlier in 
the year so they are generally harvested before 
late blight occurs. 

"Per plant, you end up with one instead of four 
trusses, but per square metre of beds you get 
exactly the same yield. The fruit from one-truss 
training are bigger, sweeter, contain more anti¬ 
oxidants and they are a better colour. 

"As these dwarf plants can be packed in far 
closer together, their total yield in a given area 
stays the same." 

He has read thousands of scientific papers to

support his theories as well as growing and trying 
the produce himself. 

But he'd avoid growing vegetables which he 
feels are not worth the time, money or flavour 
difference compared with supermarket varieties. 

"Some crops will taste measurably better if you 
grow them yourself, such as the right variety of 
tomato, strawberries and sweetcorn. 

"Crops which would taste much the same as 
the supermarket, if not worse, include celery, most 
conventional onions and potatoes. If you are going 
for a regular King Edward, I don't think anyone 
could tell the difference between a home-grown 
one and one bought from the supermarket." 

He says heirloom varieties aren't necessarily 
superior. 

"When I did my flavour trials, I was astounded 
by how few heirloom varieties made it to the top. 
Flavour is largely about genetics but if you have a 
modern variety bred specifically for flavour, it can 
out-compete or at least match any heirloom type. 

"Take 'Sungold' tomatoes or ‘Mara de Bois' 
strawberries, both famed for knock-out aroma. 
Their quirky looks and unique taste mean they are 
often referred to as 'heritage' types, but they were 
both actually bred as recently as the 1990s."
